A STATE  I3ANT 

WHEREAS,  in  conlcquence  | 
of  « lie  prevalence  of  Banks  in  o 
ther  parts  of  the  United  States,  the 
good  people  of  this  commonwealth 
are  fubjeided  to  all  the  inconveni 
ersces,  without  enjoying  any  of  the 
advantages  of  fuch  eftabUfhments  ; 
and  whereas  it  is  probable  that  un; 
lefs  a Bank  fhall  be  erected  under 
the  immediate  patronage  of  the 
State,  a Brach  Bank  of  the  Bank  of 
the  Uuited  States  will  be  ellabliflied 
in  this  State,  whereby  the  etfedls  in- 
cidental to  fuch  inftitutions,  will  be 
brought  among  us,  without  a pro- 
portionate enjoyment  of  their  bene- 
fits : 

Sec.  i.  Beit  therefore  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly , That  a Bank 
be,  and  is  hereby  authorifed  to  be 
ellabliflied  in  the  town  of  Frankfort, 
to  be  denominated  the  Bank  of 
Kentucky  ; the  capital  of  which 
{lull  confift  of  fix  hundred  thouland 
dollars,  to  be  divided  into  lhares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each. 

Sec.  a.  Be  it  further  enacted , 
That  the  fubferibers  to  the  faid 
Bank,  or  their  afligns  or  re^refenta- 
tives,  (ball  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  ftyle  aforefaid,  and 
(lull  fo  continue  until  the  firft  day  of 
December  1820  ; and  by  that  name 
and  ftyle,  are  hereby  made  able  and 
capable  in  law,  to  have,  purchafe  and 
enjoy,  and  retain  to  them  and  their 
fuccelfors,  lands,  tenements,  here- 
ditaments, goods,  chattels  & effects, 
of  whatever  nature,  kind  or  quality, 
to  an  amount,  not,.exceeding  in  the 
whole,  feven  hundred  and  fifty  thou 
fand  dollars;  and  the  fame  to  fell, 
grant,  demist,  alienate  and  difpofe 
of ; and  to  fue  and  be  fued  ; plead 
and  be  impleaded  ; anfwer  and  be 
anfwered  unto,  defend  and  be  defen. 
cd  in  courts  of  record,  or  any  other 
place  whatever  ; and  alfo  to  make, 
have,  and  ufe  a common  feal,  and 
the  fame  to  break,  alter  and  renew, 
at  their  pleafure — and  furthermore, 
to  ordain,  eftablifh  and  put  in  execu- 
tion, fuch  bye-laws,  ordinances  and 
regulations,  as  fhall  feem  necefFary 
and  convenient  for  the  government 
of  faid  corporation,  and  which  are 
not  contrary  to  law;  and  generally 
to  do  and  execute,  all  and  Angular 
the  acts,  matters  and  things,  which 
to  them,  it  (hall  or  may  appertain  to 
do. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enabled. 
That  in  order  to  raife  the  capital  a- 
forefaid,  except  three  hundred  thou- 
fand  dollars  hereafter  retained  for 
the  State,  John  Brown,  George 
Greer,  John  Logan,  William 
Trigg,  William  Hunter,  Philips 
Caldwell,  and  John  M.  Scott,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  appointed  man- 
agers, who  are  authorifed  and  em- 
powered, to  caufe  books  of  fublcrip- 
tion  to  be  opened,  from  and  after 
the  firft  day  of  January  next,  at 
fuch  places  and  under  the  fuperin- 
rendance  of  fuch  perfons  as  they  may 
diredl  and  appoint ; which  books 
fhall  continue  open  thirty  days,  un- 
lefs  the  furn  authorifed  to  be  fub- 
fet  ibed  at  any  particular  place,  fhall 
be  fooner  filled.

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  Jurtber  enabled. 
That  the  profits  of  each  branch  bank 
lhall  be  enjoyed  and  the  expences  and 
lolTes  born  by  the  lhareholders  thereof. 

And  whereas  it  is  reprefented  to  the 
prefent  general  afTembly,  that  the  Ken- 
tucky Infureance  Company  are  willing 
to  become  a branch  bank  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Bank,  propofed  to  be  eftablilhed 
on  the  fame  terms  and  fubjed,  to  the 
like  rules  and  regulations  as  apply  to  o- 
ther  branch  banks  ; Therefore, 

Sec.  19.  Be  it  enabled , That 
from  and  after  the  firft  day  of  May  next 
the  ad  entitled  “ an  ad  to  incorporate 
the  Kentucky  Infureance  Company,” 
and  the  ad  amendatory  thereof,  (hall 
be  and  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  Iharc- 
holders  of  the  faid  company  may  be  con- 
fidered  as  lhareholders  of  the  branch  bank 
of  Lexington,  and  transfer  their  fliares 
accordingly,  which  branch  bank  they 
are  hereby  au-  thorifed  and  permitted  to 
eftablifh  under  the  rules  and  regulations 
applicable  to  the  eftablidnnsnt  of  branch 
banks  permitted  by  this  ad. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enabled, 
That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  govern-

The  high  refped  he  entertains  for  the 
legidature  of  his  country — a refped 
growing  not  only  out  of  the  texture  of 
our  government  which  exnds  deference 
to  that  department  ; hilt  alfo  out  of  the 
confidence  he  has  In  the  intelligence 
and  purity  of  the  motives  of  the  pre- 
lent legillature,  added  to  the  difpofition 
with  him  almoft  predominant  to  give  fa- 
tisfadion,  produced  a conflict  between 
inclination  and  duty.  Had  the  bill  in 
quedion,  b«en  in  his  opinion,  of  aoubt- 
lul  pollicy  only,  or  objdionable  in  fome 
of  its  minor  and  fubordinate  regulations, 
he  had  obeyed  his  inclination  and  an- 
nexed his  lignature. 

But  111  a very  widely  different  point 
ot  view,  does  this  bill  prefent  itfelf  to 
lii 3 mind.  He  confiders  the  law  of  1 802, 
incorporaing  the  Kentucky  lnfurar.ee 
Company,  ar.d  authoriimg  them  to  emit 
bills  ot  credit,  (cc.  in  the  nature  ©f 
a contrad  between  the  date  and  the 
company.  The  law,  as  the  evidence  of 
the  contrad,  and  of  the  extent  of  the 
obligations  of  the  contrading  parties 
diftinguilhable  only  from  a written  con- 
trad between  individuals  in  the  circum- 
llances  of  the  date’s  being  a party, 
which  he  conceives  makes  it  more  digni- 
fied,  gives  it  more  folemnity,  and  excites 
more  confidence; — But  in  every  other 
refped,  fubjed  the  fame  incidents  which 
tend  to  confirm  or  vacate  an  individual 
contrad.  — In  individual  contrads  the 
parties  mud  be  able  to  contrad--  they 
mull  be  willing  to  contrad,  and  the 
tubjed  matter  of  the  contrad  mud  be 
legitimate — nodifability  is  alledged  to 
either  of  the  parties  to  this  contrad,  the 
date  or  the  company.  The  law  is  the 
evidence  of  their  will. -the  fubjed  mat- 
ter is  the  furnilhing  of  facilities  to,  and 
and  the  promotion  of  commerce  ; a 
fubjed  recognized  as  legitimate  by  al- 
moll  all  the  dates  in  the  union  ; but 
conlidering  it  a contrad,  and  objedion- 
able  on  either  of  the  above  points  or 
on  any  other,  he  cannot  think  it  adinif- 
fible  that  either  of  the  parties  fhall  be- 
come judge,  and  affirm  and  vacate  at 
pleafure.  He  thinks  it  lefs  admiffible 
on  the  part  of  the  date,  in  this  indance, 
becaufe  the  mode  which  the  condituti- 
on  authorifes  the  legillature  to  furnidi, 
in  which  the  date  may  be  fued,  has  not 
been  furnidied  ; and  bccaufe  the  attor- 
ney general  might  be  veded  with  pow- 
er to  fue  out  and  profecute  againfl  the 
company  a writ  quo  warranto,  in  which, 
not  only  the  conditutionality  of  the 
law,  but  its  validity  as  a contrad, 
might  be  tried,  and  impartial  jollic  done 
to  the  Atate  and  the  company,  by  a 
competent  court,  the  proper  tribunal  to 
try  and  decide  conteded  quedions.

the  government ; and  tha^not  by  du- 
bious implication,  but  by  clear  and  ex. 
prefs  (lipulation.  He  begs  the  legifla- 
ture  to  pa  ufe,  and  confider  whether  any 
principles  which  have  met  the  confent  of 
mankind,  as  rules  of  either  civil  or  poli- 
tical tranfaftions,  will  juflify  the  paffage 
of  the  enrolled  bill.  Where  is  the  rule 
which  fanftions  the  violation  of  national 
faith.  The'proftration  of  veiled  rights— 
rights  veiled  under  exprefs  legislative 
fanftion,  and  that  too  without  providing 
any  indemnity  for  individual  lofs.  H~ 
hopes  that  the  ardor  of  debate  which  too 
frequently  obfeures  judgment,  will  have 
fo  i'ubfided  that  this  objeftion  to  the  en- 
rolled bill  will  be  viewed  by  the  legifla. 
ture,  as  by  him,  with  an  eye  to  princi- 
ples of  jullice,  with  an  eye  to  that  pre- 
fervation  of  good  faith,  that  confidence 
which  forms  the  ligature  of  every  human 
affociation  ; even  affociations  for  tht^ 
purpofe  of  infrafting  the  laws,  depend 
upon  the  maintenance  of  good  faith,  fur 
the  effcftuation  of  their  purpofes with- 

out it  they  could  not  exift  for  a moment. 
Between  hoftile  nations  the  veffel  that 
hangs  out  colours  of  diftrefs,  and  there- 
by lures  her  enemy  (aftuated  by  fym- 
pathies  of  benevolence  to  extend  relief) 

into  her  power,  and  then  deftroy, has 

the  merited  execration  of  all  mankind— 
none  hefitate  to  exclaim  againft  the  oer- 
fidy  of  fuch  an  aftion. 

What  gentlerepitliet  is  it  expell- 
ed will  be  applied  to  the  State, 
which  erects  a corporation,  vefts  it 
with  certain  privileges  and  powers, 
engages  exprefsly,  that  it  fliail  con- 
tinue thus  privileged  and  vefted,  for 
fifteen  years — invites  her  citizens 
to  participate  in  her  concerns — give 
for  two  lucceeding  years  additional 
affurances,  until  thoufands  are  veft 
ed,  and  then  in  violation  of  her  ex-^ 
prefs  undertaking  to  the  contrary, 
and  of  the  confidence  repofed,  and 
to  the  great  injury,  if  not  the  entire 
ruin  of  many  individuals,  proftrate 
the  inftitution  finally.  He  requefts 
the  Legillature  to  confider  this  ob- 
jection, with  an  eye  to  the  reputati- 
on and  true  intereft  of  the  State. 
Bleffed  with  a country  of  wide  ex- 
tenfion,  unequaled  fertility,  and  of 
growing  commerce;  have  we  not 
much  to  do,  roads  to  open,  turnpikes 
to  eredl,  and  obftrudlions  in  our  na- 
vigable water  courfes  to  remove, 
and  does  not  the  experience  of  our 
fiftcr  States  prove,  that  thofe  great 
obje6ls  are  beft  effe6led  through  the 
agency  of  incorporated  companies. 

Indeed  are  we  not  at  this  moment 
inviting  many  of  the  Wefterr,  States 
to  join  us  in  a canal  project,  at  the 
rapids  of  the  Ohio.— What  confi- 
dence will  be  repofed  either  by 
States  or  by  individuals  ? Will  not 
that  true  fpirit  of  enterprife,  which 
is  cherifhed  alone  by  national  faith, 
be  weakened,  be  paralifed  ? Will  not 
agricultural,  mechanical,  and  other 
interefts  of  the  State  dwindle,  and 
its  commerce  languilli  ? Will  it  not, 
he  afks,  tarnifli  the  reputation  of 
the  State?  that  in  addition  to  its 
having  difplaycd  unfoi  tunately,  but 
t6o  many  fymptoms  of  inftability, 
on  primary  fubjt&s  of  legifiation  ; 
it  fhouid  fuperadd  the  too  well  foun- 
ded afeription  of  infincerity,  if  that 

fliould  not  be  too  gentle  an  epithet. 
Recolledl  the  fate  of  Carthage.  Was 
not  Punic  faith  proverbial  ? He  ob- 

jeds  alfo  to  that  claufe  of  the  bill 
which  gives  it  effect  from  its  paffage, 
as  it  cannot  be  faid  that  the  compa- 
ny would  have  gone  into  thc  infur- 
ance bulinefs,  unlefs  they  had  been 
alfo  privileged  to  go  into  the  bank- 
ing: fo  neither  can  it  be  faid  that 
the  company  would  have  credited 
individuals,  to  the  extent  they  have, 
or  to  any  extent,  had  they  not  relied 
upon  the  fummary  mode  of  recove- 
ry, upon  motion,  furnidied  by  the 
law  of  1802;  nor  can  it  bo  faid 
that  individuals  would  have  credited 
the  company,  but  upon  the  fame  re- 
liances by  giving  the  enrolled  bill 
eftoa  from  its  paffage,  this  telianco 
ts  rendered  illufory  to  the  great  in- 
jury of  the  company,  and  perhaps 
to  the  utter  ruin  of -many  individu- 
als.
